Illegal dumping, Off-Highway-Vehicle (OHV) use and wildcat shooting has been a consistent problem within the Casa Grande
Mountain Park area and the following efforts have been made to protect and preserve the Casa Grande Mountain Park area.

First, although most dumping occurs on private parcels, Daybreak Rotary partnered with Pinal County probationers and the
City of Casa Grande Sanitation Division to collect over 35,000 pounds of garbage in four clean-ups over Fall and Spring dates.
Beginning in May and continuing, the Casa Grande Police Department conducted an educational campaign for those seeking
to ride their OHV or shoot in the area, delivering brochures to visitors. These brochures outline legal areas to ride and shoot.
Finally, the Parks Maintenance Division fenced over 8,000 feet of the mountain park eastern and southern boundaries to dis-
courage illegal dumping, shooting and further protect the area from motorized vehicle damage.

These investments are just some of the many ways to preserve the precious natural resource that is Casa Grande Mountain.
It’s very important to protect and preserve this area, therefore if you witness any violations such as vandalism, dumping, OHV
use, shooting or other illegal activity, please call Casa Grande Police Department at 520-421-8700 or 9-1-1. Please report
maintenance issues to Casa Grande Parks and Recreation Department at (520) 421-8677.
